Elected 
candidates will take office in Sep¬ 
tember and will serve through 
the school year. 

Polls will be open all day, Tues¬ 
day, April 26, for election of offi¬ 
cers, according to the council cal¬ 
endar. 

Any member of the student body 
may vote provided he has an ac¬ 
tivity card, James Barnes, facul¬ 
ty sponsor of the Student Council 
said. 

“Without the activity card the 


student will not be permitted to 
vote,” said Barnes. 

Dean E. M. Potter said “it has 
been customary in the past to 
hold the individual campaign ex¬ 
penses to $10.” 

Candidate qualifications for any 
of these offices include: 

(1) Full-time student, carrying 
15 hours. 

(2) Grade average of “C” and 
no grade lower than “D”. 

(3) Pledge to stay at TJC for 
full term of office. 

A campaign assembly will be 
held in the auditorium at activity 
period April 19. Campaign man¬ 
agers will introduce their candi¬ 
dates to the student body. Each 
candidate and his manager will 
have an allotted time, said Miss 
Lockhart. 

The order in which candidates 
will appear will be determined 
in a previous council meeting, 
Miss Lockart added. 


Highest Ranking Agency 
To Make Official Survey 


The Southern Association, the 
highest ranking agency in the 11 
southern states, will make an of¬ 
ficial survey of TJC April 18-21. 

President H. E. Jenkins said 
the survey team would visit the 
campus to make a study of facul¬ 
ty preparation, student programs, 
that go to make up a well-round¬ 
ed program. 

The visitation survey is a new 
policy begun this year. The as¬ 
sociation will send a committee 
to visit each member in the 
Southern Association. ^The com¬ 
mittee will thoroughly inspect the 
institution in connection with its 
Southern Association accredita¬ 
tion. 

After an institution merits and 
receives accreditation, Dr. Jenk¬ 
ins said, it is required to submit 
an annual report to the Commis¬ 
sion on Colleges and Universities, 
indicating that standards are be¬ 
ing continued on a high level. 

Dr. Jenkins is a former mem¬ 
ber of the Commission on Colleges 
and Universities. He was serving 
in an executive capacity on the 
commission last year when he was 
named president of the Southern 
Association. 

The college became a member 
of the Southern Association in 
1937.

Adding to Clayton’s opinion, 
Bickel said that “any job is great¬ 
ly enhanced with good grades and 
a four-year degree. 

“When a company hires a new 
employee one of the basic con¬ 
siderations is the scholastic back¬ 
ground,” he said. 

In a more emphatic statement, 
Moore defended ‘A’ students. “A 
average indicates how well the in¬ 
dividual does a job. I’d prefer to 
hire a straight ‘A’ student, if he 
shows indications of well-rounded 
activities, over a ‘C’ with the 
same activities,” said Moore. 

Synar said “attitude toward the 
fields of work are very important 
too.” 

“We look for balance, respon¬ 
sibility, and philosophy of an in¬ 
dividual. What one believes in, 
as well as an interest in the com¬ 
pany is important too,” Synar 
pointed out. 

Bickel emphasized that his com¬ 
pany always “looks for evidence 
of self-determination. 

“As evidence, one should be 
prepared to give the why’s of ev¬ 
erything he does when seeking a 
position,” he said. 

Among other questions answer¬ 
ed were problems of business tax¬ 
ation, women’s place in business, 
engineering and research open to¬ 
day, and the problems of labor 
unions in Texas in comparison to 
national labor unions. 

All student questions were defi¬ 
nitely answered, although the 
moderator moved the panel at a 
fast pace.

Woody Are Trained Team

As the curtain rises signifying 
the opening of another show, a 
medium sized, blond-haired youth 
appears on the stage, props one 
foot in a nearby chair, and begins 
his part of the program. 

Sitting on his knee is the second 
half of his act, a rosy-complex- 
ioned, green-eyed boy who speaks 
in a somewhat high-pitched voice. 

David Rhinesmith and Woody 
have been performing together for 
three years, but David’s “trained 
partner,” as he puts it, shows no 
sign of aging from overwork be¬ 
cause he is a typical ventrilo¬ 
quist’s dummy. 

The sides of Woody’s face are 
shaped differently for psycholog¬ 
ical effect on the viewer. When 
Woody is in a serious mood, the 
right side of his face is toward the 
audience, and when he is cheerful 
and light-hearted, his left side 
faces the group. 

Rhinesmith’s interest in ventrilo¬ 
quism probably began almost as 
soon as he learned to talk. The 
ability of a person to throw his 
voice has always fascinated him, 
he said. 

“My mother and dad en¬ 
couraged me to develop a hobby, 
so I asked for a dummy one 
Christmas about five years ago 
and had my start into a world 
about which I knew very little,” 
said Rhinesmith. 

“Incidentally, I still consider 


ventriloquism a hobby.” 

Students who have seen David 
perform find this hard to believe. 

As Miss Myra Balfour says, “to 
me, David makes Woody come 
alive. If ventriloquism is a hobby 
with him, it could very well be¬ 
come a profitable one.” 

In January “Dave and Woody” 
won third place in the solo divis¬ 
ion at a talent show in Van. 

The third place award, a bad¬ 
minton set, was one of the few 
breaks that Rhinesmith has re¬ 
ceived in show business. Usually, 
he said, trouble seems to follow 
in his footsteps. 

“Coming home from Van that 
night was no exception,” grinned 
David. “Eddie Alverson and I had 
gone to Van in my ear because his 
car usually breaks down when¬ 


ever I ride in it. On returning to 
Tyler, my ‘old faithful’ dropped 
two pistons and I had to call my 
dad to tow us home.” 

Two years ago he was to do a 
show at the Mayfair Building. Be¬ 
fore he could park his car, it had 
a flat tire in the middle of a one¬ 
way street. 

“I had only a few minutes be¬ 
fore the show was to begin, so I 
rushed in and did the show, then 
came back outside and changed 
the tire, much to the disgust of 
the motorists blocked behind me,” 
he recalled. 

Rhinesmith said he prepares 
most of his routines between 
school and work hours, which is 
usually no more than an hour each 
day.

Propaganda In Small Packages

The coming- summer political campaigns 
will deluge the country with slogans in¬ 
tended t$ epitomize the candidate’s plat¬ 
form arensnare followers. 

Slogans are a necessary and important 
part of political campaigns. A catchy slo¬ 
gan attracts the voter’s attention and sin¬ 
gles the candidate out as an individual 
among a hodge-podge of contenders for an 
office. It serves as an identification tag for 
the candidate in the voter’s mind. This is 
its only purpose. 

Once the slogan has captured the voter’s 
attention, its effectiveness should end. 
When the slogan becomes a weapon of poli¬ 
tical persuasion as important as an issue 
of the platform, it becomes a dangerous 
item of propaganda. 

Propaganda is anythink which makes 
us believe blindly. It doesn’t have to be 
foreign, communistic, or even sinister. 

No matter how innocent in itself, the 
slogan becomes dangerous if it sways the 
voter and prevents his thinking for him¬ 
self. 

Eight years ago “I like Ike” buttons 
swept the country. Statistics cannot show 
how many voters marked their ballots for 
Eisenhower simply because his name hap¬ 
pened to conveniently rhyme with a verb 
But clever campaign managers realize the 
tremendous influence a good slogan has. 

A really good slogan can cross all bar¬ 
riers of race, nationality, or country. For 
instance, the slogan now being circulated 
by those who advocate giving the world 
court unlimited jurisdiction: “World peace 
through world law.” 

This is a clever slogan. The words 
“peace” and “law” are almost magical in 
attracting followers. They sound so safe 
and upright. Repetition of the adjective 


“world” before each noun makes it sound 
natural for one to follow the other. But 
what do the five words really say? 

Who will make the laws is not stated; 
who will enforce the law is not mention¬ 
ed; and whose concept of peace will result 
is also neatly hedged. The person who 
hears, admires, and believes this slogan 
has no idea what is behind the noble-sound¬ 
ing phrase. 

It achieves this noble-soundingness by 
use of a device known as “glittering gene¬ 
ralities,” arousing favorable response by 
use of words of agreeable connotation. 
“Peace” and “law” fall pleasantly on the 
ears of peoples and nations frightened by 
the awesomeness of nuclear weapons. 

Slogan-writers have a similar device for 
achieving just the opposite effect. By 
“name-calling,” using words of unfavor¬ 
able connotation in the same sentence with 
the name of the candidate or object in ques¬ 
tion, opponents can sway the voter. 

The “party of Rum, Romanism, and Re¬ 
bellion,” title attributed to The Democrats 
by opponents in 1884 is an exampl’e of this 
technique. Anyone opposed to drinking, 
hostile to the Catholic Church, or inclined 
to equate rebellion with treason, could have 
turned against the party. 

The slogan is a real menace to the demo¬ 
cratic way of life, it reaches only the sur¬ 
face of the voter’s mind. Instead of really 
thinking, he merely polishes the biases and 
prejudices he already has. 

Even if slogans are not harmful in 
themselves, their . too-cleverness can call 
the voter’s attention away from the real 
campaign issues, the ones he should study 
carefully before casting his vote. 

Slogans should serve only as headlines 
calling attention to the real story beneath.

The spirit of Easter inspires love, it inspires faith, and 
it inspires obedience, because it is the highest example 
of all three.

A petition to amend the consti¬ 
tution of the United Student Body 
of Tyler Junior College is being 
circulated by a special student 
committee. 

The amendment would concern 
Article I, section I, Clause C of 
the constitution. 

This section now provides, 
“One (1) elected student represen¬ 
tative from each campus organi¬ 
zation containing five (5) per cent 
of the daily enrolled students,” as 
qualified representatives to the 
council. 

The amendment would strike out 
the phrase limiting council rep¬ 
resentation to organizations con¬ 
taining five per cent of the total 
enrollment which, roughly esti¬ 
mated, would be 75 members. 

Few campus organizations have 
this many members. Thus, most 
of them do not have representa¬ 
tives. 

The question arose at the last 
council meeting when club repre¬ 
sentatives were allowed to speak 
but not vote because they did not
